The draft outline of the 


Second Fiye Year Plan issued by 
the Government envisages targets 
which may form a favourable 
background for the development 
of the cinematograph trade: 


The Plan has been formulated 
with reference to the following 
principal objectives : 


(a) a sizeable increase in nati- 
onal income so as to raise the 
level of living in the country 
(b) rapid industrialisation (c) ex- 
‘pansion of employment opport- 
unities and (d) reduction of in- 
equalities in income and wealth. 


In particular, the programme 
has the following targets among 
others : 


As against 3687 towns and 
villages electrified early in 1951, 
the number at the end of the 
first Plan will be about 6500. 
Energy generation which stood 


at 6.6 billion K.W.H. before the 


first plan is expected to increase 
to 11 billion K.W.H. in 1955-56 
and to 22 billion K.W.H. at the 
end of the second Plan. 


Two-thirds of the number of 
villages in the country are 
intended to be connected by 
road communication. 


The number of Post Offices is 
expected to increase to 73,000 
and places with 5,000 population 
or more will be served by tele- 
phone connection. 


It is proposed to liquidate 
mass illiteracy in the country 
which is now at 83.4 per cent, 
by spread of social education 
one of the means to be employed - 
for the purpose being audio- 
visual aids. 


The programme of publicity 
of the Second Five Year Plan 
is scheduled to be done, among 
others, by films and audio 
visual aids. 
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Amendments of Cinematograph 
(Censorship) Rates : 


The Government of India in 
their notification dated 20th 
December, 1955 direct the fol- 
lowing amendment to be made 
in the Cinematograph (Censor- 
ship) Rules, 1951. 


Jn rule 32 of the said rules:—~ 


(1) The following provisos 
shali be added to sub-rule (1) 
namely :— 

“Provided that where an appli- 
cant applies for a film being 
certified as predominantly edu- 
cational under sub rule (4) of 
rule 31, the fee for its exami- 
nation shall be charged at the 
rate of rupees five per 1,000 feet 
according as the film is in 35 
m.m. ora fraction thereof irres- 
ER of the total length of the 


Provided further that if a film 
exceeding 2,000 feet or 800 feet 
according as the film is in 35 
m.m. or 16 m.m. in respect of 
which examination fee has been 
paid at the rate specified in the 
first proviso, is, after examina- 
tion, considered by the Board 
not to be suitable for being certi- 
‘fied as predominantly educatio- 


nal, the applicant shall forthwith 
pay the balance of the examina- 
tion fee that would have been 
payable in respect of the film 
but for the first proviso: 


Provided further that where 
an applicant fails to pay the 
balance of examination fee 
under the second proviso, he 
shall not be granted a certificate 
in respect of that film under rule 
25, rule 26 or rule 27, as the 
case may be, and that the Board 
may decline to admit an appli- 
cation for certification of any 
other film that may be made 
by that applicant under rule 28 
thereafter." 

(2) For sub-rule (3) thefollow- 
ing sub-rule shall be substituted 
namely :— 

“ (3) The Board may remit 
the fees for examination of a 
fitm entirely in the event of the 
application for a certificate being 
withdrawn before the film is 
examined."

Educational Film Shows Exemp- 
ted from Rules: 


| IN ANDHRA 
. The Government of Andhra 

have by their G.O. Ms. No. 342 
(Home) Courts-lII dated llith 
February, 1956 notified the ex- 
emption of cinematograph exhi- 
bition of films in the premises 
of the recognised educational 
institutions in the whole of the 
State of Andhra from sec.’ 3 of 
the Andhra Cinemas (Regula- 
tion) Act, 1955 for a period of 
one year from the date of publi- 
cation of this notification subject 
to the following conditions : 


1. Only films certified to be 
of a substantially educational

nature by . the Central Board of 
Film Censors or by any one of 
the former State Boards or films 


-. approved as scientific films, films 


intended for educational purpo- 
ses, films dealing with news and 
current events or documentary 
films approved by the Film 
Advisory Board shall be so 
exhibited or permitted to be 
exhibited. t 


2. No admission fee except 
to the extent required to cover 
expenses shall be collected. 


3. No person other than a 
student or a member of the staff 
of the institution or a member 
of the managing committee of 
the institution or any guest 
specially invited by the authori- 
ties or the institutions shall be 
admitted to the Show. 


4. Only 16 m.m. non-inflam- 
mable or 35m.m. non.inflam- 
mable films and film strips shall 
be used or permitted to be used. 


5. No films intended for 


advertisement shall be exhibited 
or permitted to be exhibited. 


6. Any institution - availing 


itself of this exemption shall 


maintain a register of the films 
exhibited and comply with ail 
the directions that may be issued 
in this behalf by the Stete 
Government. The register shall 
be open to inspection by duly 
authorised officers of the State 
Government, 


7. Employees of the State 
Government, members of the 
Central Board of Film Censors 
and its Advisory Panels and 
Regional and Assistant Regional 
Officers of the Board engaged in 
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the discharge of their official 
duties shall be admitted to the 
premises where the exhibitions 
are held and to the film shows. 


8. A fire proof steel almirah 
shall be used exclusively for the 
storage of films. 


9. At least two fire extingui- 
shers, two stirrup pumps and 
fóur buckets of water shall be 
kept in the premises at suitable 
places. 


10. The exhibition shall be 
allowed on the ground floor only 
and there shall be an adequate 
number of exits. Precautions 
shall be taken to exclude the 
possibility of a stampede in the 
event of any emergency. 


ll. Two hurricane lanterns 
burning dim and one blanket 
Shall be provided. 


12. Where it is not practica- 
ble to have a fire proof enclosure, 
a clear space of 6 feet shall be 
provided all round the projector. 


13. No drapery or unpro- 
tected combustible material other 
than composing floor shall lie 
within 6 feet of the projector. 


14. The school staff and a 
few students shall be trained 
in the use of the fire fighting ap- 
plicances and equipment main- 
tained in the premises.

In Part “C” States: 


The Government of India also 
by their notification No. 3690 
dated 7th December, 1955 have 
exempted cinematograph exhibi- 
tion of films in the premises of 
recognised educational institu- 
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tions in. all Part "C" States 
from the operation of Section 10 
of the aforesaid Act. 


The exemption is for a period 
of one year and the conditions 
subject to which it is ‘granted are 
the same as contained in the 
notification of the Government 
of Andhra published above viz.

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Legal” 
Kalizada—Fihibitor's Appeal Allowed 


The District Judge, Rajahmun- 
dry delivered judgment in the 
criminal appeals filed by Sri 
P. Chalamayya, Mg. Director, 
Cinema Majestic Ltd., Kakinada, 
against the legality of the prose- 
cution and the correctness of the 
judgment passed against him by 
the learned Sub Divisional 
Magistrate, Kakinada in three 
different cases C, C. Nos. 102, 
103 and 104 of 1955 on his file. 


Those three cases arose out of 
the complaints made by the 
Dt. Magistrate, East Godavari 
District, against. the appellant 
under Sec. 8 (1) of the Cinema- 
tograph Act (Central) Act II of 
1918) as modified upto Ist Janu- 
ary, 1952, read with. Rule 47 (2) 
of the Madras Cinematograph 
Rules, 1933 and Condition 11 of 
the Form A Licence. The accu- 
sation against the appellant was 
that on three consecutive days 
he admitted into the cinema hall 
more persons than the sanction- 
ed capacity of the theatre as per 
the license issued to him in Form 
A and has thus violated Rule 47 
(2) of the Madras Cinemato- 
graph Rules, 1933. This viola- 
tion is punishable under Sec. 8 
(1) of the Cinematograph Act II 
of 1918. The appellant was 
permitted to appear in the lower 
Court by a p'eader holding spe- 
cíal vakalat for him and his 
proxy is allegedto have admitted 
the offence, adding, however, 
that the appellant did not wil. 
fully allow the audience in 


excess of the sanctioned sitting 
capacity but that as the film that 
he was exhibiting during those 
days wasa popular one,there was 
a heavy rush of auidence for- 
those shows, so much so, his sub 
ordinates who were issuing tickets 
could not contact him that 
there was no mens rea on his 
part and that this offience was 
committed under circumstances 
which were beyond his control. 
On this admission of his the 
lower court found him guilty in 
all the three cases and convicted 
and sentenced him ineach case 
to pay a fine of Rs. 800/- and in 
default to suffer simple impri- 
sonment for four months. It 
may also be noted incidentally 
that this infliction of the fine is 
in addition to the heavy panalty 
levied in the cases for the iden- 
tical offences by the Commer- 
cial Tax Department. 


In each of these three appeals 
it was contended on behalf of 
the appellant that there was no 
valid charge as the Act under 
which the appellant was tried 
stood repealed by the dates of 
the commission of the offence, 
that the admission. made by the 
special vakalat holder of the 
appellant does not amount to a. 
plea of guilt under law as vari- 
ous circumstances entitled the 
appelant to an acquittal were 
set forth in that statement, that 
the examination of the accused 
under Sec. 342 Cr. P. C, con- 
tains inaccurate statements of 
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facts and non-existent provisions 
of law, making the whole trial 
void ab initio, that the accused 
had no mens rea in the commis- 
sion of the offence and that the 
acts of his servants in the tir- 
cumstances stated by him do not 
make the appellant liable, that 
for the same offence the appel- 
lant was punished by the Com- 
mercial, Tax Department who 
levied a penalty against the 
appellant and compounded the 
offence; that the prosecution is 
bad for misjoinder of charges, 
and lastly that the offence being 
a continuing one the maximum 
punishment provided for the 
same isa fine of Rs. 100/- per 
diem. 2 

Article 20 (1) of the Constitu- 
tion of India lays down that no 
person shall be convicted of any 
offence except for violation of a 
law in force at the time of the 
commission of the act charged 
for an offence, nor be subject to 
a penalty greater than that which 
might have been inflicted under 
the Jaw in force at the time of 
the commission of the offence. 
The offences complained of were 
committed, accoding to the pro- 
secutiort, on 29th and 30th of 
April, 1955 and the charge was 
under Sec. 8 (1) of the Cinemato- 
graph Act II of 1918. 


"The Andhra Government 
enacted the Andhra Cinemas 
(Regulation) Act, 1955 “to pro- 
vide for the regulation of exhi- 
bitions by means of cinemato- 
graphs in the State of Andhra." 
This Act received the assent of 
the President on 19-3-55 and it 
extends to the whole of the 
State of Andhra. As provided 


3 
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under S. 1 (3) of the Act, it shall 
come into force on such date as 
the State Government, may by 
notification appoint. It is not 
disputed that this Act came into 
force on 27-3-1955, i, e. moie 
than a month prior to the dates 
of the commission of the alleged 
offences. S. 13 of this Act speci- 
fically repeals Act II of 1918 in 
SO far as it relates to matters 
other than the sanctioning of 
cinematograph films for exhibi- 
tion. As such, the appellant was 
prosecuted and convicted for vio- 
lation of a law which was not in 
force in the Andhra state on the 
releyent date. As such, the prose- 
cution itself is not valid and the 
indictment is vitiated as circum- 
venting Article 20 (1)of the consti- 
tution of India. The judgment of 
the Lower Court cannot there- 
fore besustained as the trial itself 


` is illegal. In view of this finding, 


the Judge deemed it unnecessary 
to go into the other grounds of 
appeal. l 
In the result, all the three 
appeals are allowed and the con- 
viction and sentence of the appel- 
lant in each of these three cases 
are set aside. The fine, if coi- 
lected, will be refunded to him.

Film Actors Win Case Under 
Companies Act : 


Justice Mr. P. V. Balakrishna 
Iyer allowed in the Madras High 
Court on 6-2-56 three appli- 
cations under the Indian Compa- 
nies Act preferred by film actors 
for the removal of their names 
from the list of contributories to 
film concern called Cine Enter- 
prises Ltd., which went into 


liquidation even before it 
started producing any picture. 


The main question that arose 
for consideration in these Origi- 
nal Side applications was that 
whether a condition in the agree- 
ment between the said actors and 
the film concern that 50 percent 
of the remuneration to be paid 
should be drawn in the shape of 
shares and the remaining 50 per 
cent in cash would make the 
actors liable as contributories 
even when the company had not 
started producing the picture in 
which the actors had to take 
part and had not made any ear- 
nings so as to think of the remu- 
neration either in terms of shares 
or cash. 


On this question His Lord- 
ship held that the company had 
to fulfil first its obligation to 
produce pictures before it could 
make any demand on the appli- 
cants that they should take part 
of their remuneration in the 
form of shares. Inthe present 
case it was admitted that the 
company had not started pro- 
duction that in fact it had no 
business at all and that the appli- 
cants were being called upon to 
pay very considerable sums for 
the dubious privilege of having 
been engaged by the company to 
play roles in films which there 
never was a chance of being 
produced. So the Judge found 
this to be a very legitimate basis 
for allowing the applications. 


The three applicants were the 
film actors S. V.  Sahasara- 
namam, R. S. L. Narasimhan 
alias R. S. Manohar and 
K. Ramaswami. 
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‘Looking at the essence of the 
matter,’ observed His Lordship 
"[ am inclined to take the view 
that what the parties contemp- 
lated and agreed to was this. 
The company would start pro- 
duction. The applicants would 
be given particular roles to play. 
Only when the time for paying 
them they would be paid 
part of their earnings in form of 
shares. The company *has to 
fulfil its obligation to produce 
pictures before it could make 
any demand on the applicants 
that they should take part of 
their remuneration in the form 
of shares.” 

It seemed to His Lodship that 
the applicants should succeed on 
another ground alsq. Under 
Sec. 102 (2) of the Companies 
Act any allotment made by the 
company to an applicant in coh- 
travention of the provisions of 
Sec. 98 and 101 was voidable at 
the instance of the applicant, 


In these circumstances, His 
Lordship ordered the deletion of 
the names of the applicants 
from the list of contributories 
as prayed for. The Judge also 


. held that the Official Liquidator 


might apply the same principle 
to other similar cases. 

Mr. S. Rangaswamy Iyengar 
assisted by Mr. T. K. Krishna- 
swami Iyengar, Mr. K. Venkata- 
ramani, assisted by Mr. S.. B. 
Mani, and Mr. R. Srinivasan 
appeared for the three appli- 


cants.

Mysore Show Tax Case: 


Mr. Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Padmanabhan and Mr. Justice 
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H. H. Gowda of the Mysore 
High Court pronounced - judg- 
ment in what is known as 
Mysore Show Tax case (W. P.88 
of 54 C. R. No. 188) on 3ist 
January, 1956. 


In the course of the judgment, 
the Chief Justice said. all these 
petitions were filed under Article 
226 of the Constitution seeking 
writs or appropriate directions 
regarding levy of tax in 
what is called the Cinemato- 
graph tax under the  Provi- 
sions of Mysore Act XVI of 
195] - The Mysore Cinemato- 
graph Show Tax Act. The Act 
e into force on 30th April, 
1951. 


The petitioners are persons 
who próvide or conduct Cine- 
matograph showstin Bangalore 
as proprietors or managers. 
Their grievance' is that for every 
exhibition a payment has to be 
made to the Government at a 
prescribed rate and this is in ad- 
dition to the tax under an earlier 
enactment No. VIII of 1932 
called the Mysore Amusements 
Tax Act. The Division Bench 
is agreed in holding that the 
objections on the score of the 
tax being a tax on income which 
the State Legislature cannot 
impose or on the ground of the 
tax constituting a double liabi- 
lity are untenable. 


The main point on which 
there is a divergence of opinion 
is whether this is a tax on “‘pro- 
fession, trade, calling and em- 
ployment" provided for in entry 
No. 60 or a tax on luxuries 
including taxes on  entertain- 
ments, amusements, betting and 
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gambling specified in entry No. 
62 of the seventh schedule in 
the Constitution of India. 


A useful test to find out 
whether the tax is aimed at the 
profession or entertainments is 
to ascertain how entertainments 
or shows presented by persons 
who do not follow itas a pro- 
fession or calling but do so 
occasionally to raise money for 
benefit or social or culturai 
organisations are dealt with, 
Unless there is an order under 
Section 5 for exempting sucha 
show from the operation ofthe 
Act itisas much liable as a 
show arranged by a professionai 
exhibitor. The liability does not 
depend upon the exhibitor being 
a professional man but upon 
the show itself being open to— 
visitors on paymert to whoever 
may be the person arranging it. 
This is evident from the fact that 
a person who presentsa single 
show occasionally asan experi- 
ment or for display of his taste 
cannot escape liability unless it 
is provided freely for persons 
witnessing it. 


The tax is not peculiar to this 
state and levy under similar 
enactments in other States has 
been challenged in some cases. 
Of these, 1953 Madhya Bharat 
105 has been strongly relied 
upon as it was held in that case 
that the tax is of the category 
refered to in entry 60 and 
should not exceed the maximum 
fixed by Article 276. The 
applicability of Entry No. 62 
does not appear to have been 
raised at all and the decision "is 
based only on a consideration of 
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the scope of entry No. 60 
whether it is due to the counsel 
for the assessing authority having 
conceded that entry No. 60 is 
the source of power to levy the 
tax or otherwise, the case cannot 
be treated as laying down that 
entry No. 62 cannot be invoked. 
On the other hand 1954 Bombay 
“261 and 1952 Saurashtra 90 are 
cases directly in point and 
against the petitioners. The 
latter case deals with contentions 
identica] with those urged here 
and provisions in the Govern- 
ment of India Act corresponding 
to Entry No. 62 are discussed in 
the former case. The view taken 
m these cases is that the tax 
oncinema show is not on pro- 
fession, trade or calling but a 
tax on entertainment. 


Sri Krishnamurthy who ap- 
peared for the petitioner in one 
of the cases advanced a further 
contention that only indirect 
taxes can be levied by the Staie 
in exercise of the legislative 
power conferred by the con- 
stitution and that the tax is open 
to the criticism that the obli- 
gation for payment cannot be 
shifted to others. 


Learned counsel did not point 
out any constitutional bar to the 
levy of the tax by the State or 
any legal impediments or prac- 
tical difficulty to the proprietor 
making up the amount payable 
by him for a show by raising 
the fee or fare charged for 
admission in each class. The 
question of the tax being just or 
unjust was adverted to by Sri 
Seshadri in the course of argu- 
ments as one to be taken into 
account. Thecourt is not con- 
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cerned with the policy or reason 
underlying the Act but cannot 
ignore the allegation that the 
tax will affect seriously the free- 
dom of trade or carrying on 
business guaranteed by the 
Constitution. The grievance 
put forward is that the amount 
payable will aggregate to a heavy 
sym per year so as to render it 
highly difficult for the petitioners 
to continue the business they 
have built up at heavy cost and 
the tax being an oppressive levy 
operates as an unreasonable res- 
triction on petitioners carrying 
on the trade or business freely. 
Apart from the tax like any 
other compulsory contributions 
involving a. deduction from the 
income of the proprietors there 
is no indication of the daily 
shows being reduced or the 
number of cinema theatres being 
given up or theatres being closed 
down as a result of the imposi- 
tion and the tendency rather is 
for increase in these. 


The objection on the score of 
the tax being discriminatory in 
as much as it is directed. against 
only a certain kind of amuse- 
ment or entertainment and not 
against all has no force as it is 
well settled that mere variance 
in treatmentof one class and 
another is not repugnant to 
the doctrine of equality enjoined 
by Article 14 of the Constitution 
when the classification has a 
rational basis. The amusement 
or diversion provided by a 
cinematograph show is not the 
Same asthat of a dance or 
drama and as such it may look 
more unreasonable to treat 
them alike than as different. The 
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principle of Equality would be 
offended if there is room for 
arbitrary application of the Act 
i between persons of the same 
class. 


Section 5 which gives power 
to Government to allow exemp- 
tions without stating the condi- 
tions or considerations as 
guidance for exercise of the 
power is liable to this attack as 
it: lends scope for ‘granting 
immunity in an uncontrolled 
manner. It is now pointed out 
that this section has since been 
suitably amended and so even 
this ojection to the Act fails. 


On the whole, I do not find 
any good ground on which the 
reliefs prayed for in any of the 
petitions can be granted.» The 
petitions are dismissed with 
costs, Advocate's fee Rs. 100/- 
in each case.

Hon'ble Mr. Justice Bhima- 
sankram of the Andhra High

Villupuram Cinema Dispute : 


The Labour Appellate Tri- 
bunal passed its award on 30th 
December, 1955 in the industrial 
dispute appeals. (Appeal Nu. 
Madras. 104 of 1955 and Madras 
113 of 1955) between manage- 
ment of Sitaram Talkies, Villu- 
puram and its workers. 


The following are the extracts 
from the Award: 


The management have already 
implemented that part of the 
award relating to reinstatement 
of the worker and they do not 
now press their appeal against it, 
Similarly for the workers their 
appeal as against the rejection of 
the gratuity scheme hes not been 
pressed, 


The workers claim dearness 
allowance of Rs. 35;- per 
mensem for each employee. The 
workers also claim bonus of two 
months ‘total wages inclusive of 
dearness allowance for each of 
the years 1951, 1952 and 1953. 


According to the Manage- 
ment, ‘the scales of pay’ evi- 
dently the existing wages are 
more than they could afford, the 
claim for enhanced dearness 
allowance is exaggerated and the 
workers are not entitled to any 


bonus for the relevant years as 


there was no net profit. The 
lower Tribunal has failed to fix 
scales of pay for different 
categories of workers and has 
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taken into consideration the 
existing wages of chief ticket 
collector, ticket collector and 
watchmen, i.e. Rs. 22/- Rs. 19/- 
and Rs. 22/- respectively and 
fixed their basic wages at 
Rs, 26:- and raised the pay of 
three ticket collectors who have 
put in more than seven years to 
Rs. 32/- all these with effect 
from Ist February, 1955 the 
date of refere nce being 2nd 
February, 1955. 


We direct that Rs. 26/- shall 
be the minimum basic wage of 
watchmen, office boy, sweeper, 
trolly boy and cartmen. 


As we are fixing incremental 
scales, it is enough if the existing 
dearness allowance in Sitaram 
Talkies is raised to Rs. 20/- per 
mensem for all categories of 
workers with effect from, 2nd 
February, 1955, and it is ordered 
accerdingly. This will bring the 
total of emoluments of the 
lowest paid worker to Rs. 46/- 
with Rs. 26;- as the minimum 
basic wage. 


The general prosperity of the 
concern warrants the fixation 
of pay scales as in Gudiyattam. 
We direct that watchmen, office 
boy, sweeper, trolly boy and 
cartman in Sitaram Talkies be 
put in the grade of Rs. 26-1-30 
as is done in Gudiyattam ; in the 
case of watchman, sweeper and 
trolly boy the pay scales in 
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Gudiyattam having been worked 
out on sound and reasonable 
basis. 


We direct that the chief ticket 
collector in Sitaram. Talkies as 
also ticket collectors be put in 
the grade of Rs. 35- I(biennial)-45 
as in Gudiyattam. The scales of 
pay for chief booking clerk and 
first assistant operator in Gudi- 
yattam viz. Rs. 50-1/2-60 and 
Rs. 60-1-75 respectively shall be 
adopted for the said posts in the 
concerned Talkies also. There 
is no pay scale for apprentice 
operator in Gudiyattam and his 
pay should be raised from Rs. 18/- 
to Rs. 30/- as in Gudiyattam and 
we direct accordingly. The 
second assistant operator should 
be given the scale of pay little 
lower than that of the first 
assistanf operator and it shall be 
Rs. 50-1-60. The booking clerks 
shall get the pay scale prescribed 
for such category in Gudiyattam 
that is Rs. 40-1/2-50 The scale 
of electrician in Sitaram Talkies 
should be somewhat higher than 
that of booking clerk an it 
shall be Rs. 46/-1-50. The pay 
scales shall come into effect from 
2nd February. 1955 and the past 
differences shall be paid within' 
two months of the date of this 
decision. The adjustment in the 
new scales shall be made on the 
lines laid down in Caltex 
(India) Ltd. v. Their Employees 
(1952-II L. L. J. 183 at page 188).
